Pittsburg, July 30.— (Special)— T h e strike conference is in progress, but 


it is evident that the hopefulness of an outcome satisfactory to the A m a l­ 


gamated men is waning. 
A t 2 o’ciock the general executive board of the 
Amalgam ated had held 


two sessions to discuss the propositions looking toward a settlement. 


Mem bers would not talk, but from the gloomy looks on the faces of all 


parties present at recess, it seems apparent that the offers of the trust are 


considered unsatisfactory. 


T w o form er presidents of the Amalgam ated, M. M. Garland and Joseph 


Bishop, were called into the meeting. 


T h e impression is 
that the proposition is that scales be signed for all 


m ills that were union before the strike and for some that were organized 


after *t began. 
All plants are to be techincally open hereafter. 


T h e com pany is to have the right to place non-union men in any plant 


and keep them there. 


In addition to the plants covered by the expired scale it is to be signed 


for the following:
